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THE MAN ON THE CLIFF. 


The circumstances of this story can, 
I have no doubt, be scientifically ex­ 
plained; but 1 do not pretend so to ex­ 
plain 
them. 
I can only relate the 
events as they occurred to mo, leaving 
llie reader to form his own judgment, 
scientific or otherwise, upon the nar­ 
rative. 
In the summer of 180—, an unusual­ 
ly warm and dry one it was, 1 remem­ 
ber J had occasion to visit the North 
coast of ¡Spain on professional business. 
J am a painter, and I stalled off to 
ramble the best way 1 liked, to the 
sunny land—through Paris, the gay 
city of pleasure; through tlit fertile 
plains of Languedoc to the West, and 
to the Pyreneese, which towered al­ 
most above my head, reflecting the 
last rays of the setting sun in tints of 
gorgeous splendor, as I sighted the 
little town of Bayonne, one summer’s 
evening. 
On through 
Biarritz 
to 
quaint rtt. Jean de Luce, nestling at 
the foot of the mountains, with the 
melodious sound of sheep-bells far up 
on the heights floating on the evening 
air, and the lights from the cottage 
windows dotting the hillside, like dis­ 
tant glowworms in a forest of embo­ 
soming green. 
I was ioath to leave this sweet spot, 
with the quaint costumes and kindly 
peasantry; for J had spent a very hap­ 
py time in that border-town of T rance, 
oiice renowned in history, now slum­ 
bering in oblivion, with the memory 
of the past only clinging to its grey 
walls. But I had to see another coun­ 
try, and my time was short; so one 
morning I left the slumbering town 
far behind me, and had at last started 
on my onward and upward journey 
across the Pyreneese. 
I will say little of the difliculties 
and trials of patience which ensued 
during those weary hours. Happy 
was I when, skirting Irun, I entered 
Spanish territory, and drove at night­ 
fall into t lie town of San Sebastian. 
The reader will probably inquire why 
1 am dragging him through scenes 
with which he is probably us fam iliar 
as myself; but the object I have in 
view is to show how indisposed my 
mind was at this time to any super­ 
natural impression. This must be 
clearly understood. And now for my 
story. 
I had finally left San Sebastian, and 
settled myself and my belongings in a 
small iisiiiug village about lifteen 
miles to the West, where I hud arrived 
early on a clear Summer morning at 
the end of July. 
1 was employed for 
a few days in putting my various lit­ 
tle impediments into something like 
order—which, 
after 
the 
desultory 
habits i had acquired since leaving 
Lngland, was not an easy task; but 
1 soon found myself fairly settled and 
comfortable in a small but clean cot­ 
tage, on the summit of a cliff com­ 
manding a flue and uninterrupted 
view of the sea. 
I was never tired admiring the gor­ 
geous sunsets, which I think L have 
rarely seen in my travels to such per­ 
fection as on tn at lonely coast; and 
evening after evening would f walk 
out from my dwelling, and linger till 
the rosy tints mellowed to a saffron 
hue, and then changed slowly to a 
pale golden sky, 
through 
which 
the stars, as w ith a 
timid gaze, 
appeared one by one, but dimly, un­ 
til the twilight fell upon the culm sea. 
The afternoon, it was the loth of 
August—1 remember the day distinct­ 
ly, as I have every reason to do—I 
had wandered farther than was my 
habit, far out along the cliffs, watch­ 
ing the ever-varying features of the 
ocean, and wondering at the strange 
aspect of the sky. The clouds seemed 
torn asunder, as if in long wreaths of 
dusky smoke, and the dying light of 
the setting sun was obscured by dark, 
angry-looking banks of vapor, that 
appeared to come out from westward, 
farther than the eye could reach. 
I was so attracted by the unusual 
aspect of the elements, and my own 
thoughts—which were pleasant ones— 
that l did not notice the sudden dark­ 
ness that was rapidly setting in, al­ 
though it was not yet seven o’clock. 
As soon, however, as I perceived it— 
w ith a thought of my own folly for 
having come so far, and being so un­ 
prepared for rough weather—i deter­ 
mined to retrace my steps with all 
the speed in my power; and strap­ 
ping my painting traps upon my back 
again, 1 turned for home. 
Down 
from 
the 
place 
where 
1 stood, the cliff fell 
sheer 
half 
way to the 
beach; then rocks of 
great magnitude ran [along its base, 
and extended far into 
the 
sea, 
presenting 
a grand 
and 
terrible 
sight, as the angry waves dashed over 
them, throwing up feathery spray 
high into the air. 
a s 1 turned to leave the spot, I was 
suddenly startled apparently from far 
out to sea. 
It seemed like the faint beat of a 
drum, rising and falling with the 
strength of the wind, and strangely 
mingling w ith the roar and dash of 
the waves upon the shore. 
Although it was dark for that time 
of the evening, I could yet plainly 
discern the entire surface of the ocean, 
and uot a trace of a vessel of any des­ 
cription was there in sight. Puzzled 
by this mysterious occurrence, but 
thinking it was most likely caused by 
the action of the water upon some 
subterranean cavern, 1 was once more 
about to battle my way against the 
tumultuous wind homewards, when it 
appeared to me that the sound was 
approaching nearer—nearer, floating 
across the dark, troubled waters in a 
prolonged roll, as from a great num- 
her of drums. They were beating 
what seemed to be the call to quarters, 
from some unknown ship; for, look as 
1 might, not a vestige of one was to be 
seen upon the ocean. 
As it came nearer—not five hundred 
yards apparently from whore 1 stood, 
I distinctly heard the single and dou­ 
ble beat, and all the varied sounds 
produced by the drumm er’s art; but 
still this awful fact: I was compelled 
t o acknowledge there was no ship in 


sight, and the sound sprang as from 
the bosom of (lie waters! As I stood 
spell-bound, 
with 
all 
my 
nerves 
stretched to a full tension, and my 
gaze eagerly flxeil on tin1 sea beneath 
my feet, I felt a strange feeling come 
over me, as though something were 
behind or at my side. 
At first, if my life had depended up­ 
on it, 1 could not have had the power 
of will or body to turn around. A 
strange terror had overcome me, and 
my feet seemed rooted to the ground, 
but, at length, with a strong effort of 
determination, I turned, and beheld a 
sight that tilled me with horror A 
gleam of the watery moon now stole 
out from behind a cloud, and disclosed 
the dark figure of a man, or what 
seemed to be a man, standing erect, 
but in an attitude of expectancy on 
tlie verge of the cliff. From whence 
lie had appeared, and when, I was 
quite unable to say, as I had not no­ 
ticed his presence before, but he Htood 
there, wrapped in an old-fashioned 
mantle of some darker matial, with 
his head bent downwards, so that 1 
could see nothing as yet of his face. 
Suddenly the roll of the drum re­ 
commenced, and with a quick motion 
of his head, he gazed long and ear­ 
nestly out to sea. 
Never shall f forget that face. To 
this day I can recall no individual 
feature but the eyes. There are times 
indeed, when you are quite unable to 
take in, as it were, more than one 
particular of a mass of events; and it 
was so now. 
le a n distinctly remem­ 
ber this m an’s eyes, for they were re­ 
markably brilliant and glowing; what 
the rest of his face resembled I cannot 
tell, already was I so confused as to 
external sensations and appearances. 
Suddenly I saw, moving from the 
shadowy mist which now almost cov­ 
ered the ocean, the outline of a large 
and stately vessel, gliding almost im­ 
perceptibly through the water, but 
displaying no signs of vitality, except 
the prolonged roll of the drum, which 
rang out with startling effect upon the 
still night air. As 1 noted its quiet 
onward progress, I saw for the first 
time, to my horror, that she was 
steering straight upon the reef which 
lay along the cliffs at m y feet. 
I tried in vain to call loudly, to warn 
those on board of her; but my voice 
died in my throat, and do what I 
could, I wus unable to bring forth a 
sound. In an agony of fear, turning 
towards the figure at m y side, I saw 
him standing on the edge of the cliff, 
holding at arm’s length above his 
head a great light, which flickered 
fitfully over the troubled sea below. 
Nearer came the phantom ship, un­ 
til the bow of the vessel nearly touch­ 
ed the rocks, when, throwing off the 
horrid spell that like a night-mare 
had bound me up to this time, I cast 
myself in front of the mysterious fig­ 
ure, and in my terror tried to arrest 
his attention by grasping the long 
cloak, which, blown 
backward by 
the wind, had almost touched my face 
as I stood. 
Then for the iirst tim e I knew he 
became aware ot my presence, and be­ 
fore I could prepare myself for resis­ 
tance, he had thrown himself upon 
me. The next moment we were strug­ 
gling together on the very verge of 
the cliff. 
In vain did I exert my 
strength, which is not inconsiderable, 
to shake off his grasp; for it was of 
iron, and I felt as helpless as a child 
in ids embrace. This could not go on 
long. Already I felt sick and gid­ 
dy; a few inore seconds and 1 should 
have lost my senses. At length, with 
a vigorous and last effort, I threw off 
my antagonist, who, missing his pre­ 
carious footing on the crumbling clilf, 
disappeared suddenly, as if the black 
night had finally engulphed him. 
Then I seemed to hear voices and a 
grinding crash—but afar off, mistily 
as from another land; for I felt 1 was 
becoming 
unconscious, 
my senses 
were leaving me, and although I 
knew it not, I m ust have swooned. 
It was several weeks before I recov­ 
ered consciousness. W hen 1 did so, 1 
found myself in my own room, weak, 
and prostrate, after a sharp attack of 
brain fever, through which my old 
Madoline nursed me w ith a devotion 
1 shall never forget, i t was to her in­ 
deed, that I am indebted for my life; 
for 1 was as helpless as a clnid for 
m any a day after that memorable 
evening. 
It was along tim e before I gained 
sufficient strength to walk by myself 
on the breezy cliff in search of health; 
and it was during my convalescence 
I heard the following story, of which 
I give the outline, from Madoline; 
and as it throws some little light on 
the events 1 have endeavoured to re­ 
late, 1 will give it here as briefly as I 
can: 
About a hundred and fifty years be­ 
fore this time, there was a lonely cot­ 
tage high upon the hillside, in such a 
desolate part of the country that no 
tenant had been prevailed on to stay 
in it for any length of time, and the 
walls were left to tumble in ruins, 
which they did very effectually as 
years rolled on and it still remained 
empty. 
One day it was unmoral in the vil­ 
lage that a peasant, passing the cot­ 
tage the previous night, had seen a 
light in the dilapidated windows, and 
the dark figure of a man standiug by 
it, looking out to sea. This rumour 
did not prove unfounded’as a stranger 
was observed day after day, but gene­ 
rally towards the evening, wandering 
along the cliff—now far away from 
the village, now close to it; but al­ 
ways witli his eyes—and wonderful 
eyes they were described to be—fixed 
eagerly on the sea beneath his feet. 
Months went on like this, and the 
summer days succeeded each other 
with eventless regularity, when a night 
in the middle of August, as the vil­ 
lagers were talking over the sleepy 
events of the sleepy day in the little 
Fonda, the best the town could pro­ 
duce, Miguel Herrera, one of Made­ 
line's ancestors, she used to tell me, 
burst in on the startled senses, as 
white as a sheet, and trembling with 
fear. It was sometime before the lad 
was sufficiently recovered to give any 
explanation of his terror. W hen he 
recovered sufficiently he made the fol­ 
lowing extraordinary statement: 
That evening he had been passing 
along the upper edge of the cliff, he 
said, and he was astonished to see the 
beacon light extinguished which gen­ 
erally marked the dangerous line of 
reefs, and an almost perfect darkness 
prevailing around. Thinking it was 
probably due to some carelessness of 
the lantern-keeper, he was about to 
ascend to his cottage and rate him for 
his negligence, 
when the distant 
sound of a drum coming across the 


sea, startled him; and as he knelt to 
peer over the cliff, he dimly made 
out the form of a large, totally dis­ 
mantled vessel, from which the roll of 
drums was proceeding, being driven 
bows on towards the siiore; but to his 
horror she was apparently being steer­ 
ed, as far as it lay in tlie helmun’s 
power, straight for the reef, instead of 
for the opening lower down. Look- 
farther, lie saw at once the explana­ 
tion of the fatal error: the light was 
shining brightly, but not above the 
haven of safety. Over the deadly 
reef gleamed the treacherous beacon, 
anil on came the ill-fated vessel. 
Full of horror at the mysterious oc­ 
currence, he hastened down towards 
the lantern; but before he could get 
within hail there was a grinding 
crash, a shriek, and all was still. 
Then lie came to us—how, he knew 
not, for it was a considerable way, and 
lie was almost paralyzed with fear. 
Next morning the fragments of a 
great wreck strewed the shore for 
miles, and a great number of bodies, 
evidently sailors from an English 
man-of-war, were thrown up on many 
parts of the coast. As for the stran­ 
ger, he was seen no more. 
W hat aw­ 
ful secret the shadow of that night 
concealed will never be known to 
mortal man; but Madoline told me 
in an awe-stricken voice, that not a 
soul had dared to approach that part 
of the cliff upon the 19th of August for 
their very lives, within the memory 
of the oidest inhabitant. It was uu 
accursed day; it was an accursed spot; 
and 1, the Englishman, had first dar­ 
ed to venture—■with what result? 
This she would ask me, and cross her­ 
self with religious fervor when she 
did so. The secret, whatever it was— 
and it was a dark one of by-gone ages, 
lay between that man on the cliff, and 
the captain of the ill-starred vessel. 
W hat it may have been that provoked 
such a diabolical revenge, I cannot 
tell, though it is a mystery which one 
would fain unravel.

The Political Cround Swell. 


The panic and dem oralization which 
sm ote the Republican party in Octo­ 
ber, seems to have been intensified In 
the late election, and the effect in 
m any parts of the country is over­ 
whelming. The Independent move­ 
m ent has been successful, either wholly 
or in part, in nearly every S tate where 
elections have been held. 
E ven in 
M ichigan and M assachusetts the panic 
has reached the disciples of G rant. In 
the latter State, th e m ajority of 72,000 
one year ago, has been reduced to 12,­ 
000 or 15,000. 
Gen Banks lias Reaten 
his Republican com petitor for the 
State Senate, and all the large cities— 
Boston, Lowell, W oreesteranil Spring­ 
field, have given Democratic m ajori­ 
ties, showing the astonishing bewilder­ 
m ent and dem oralization of the Re­ 
publican party in the Old Bay State. 
In M ichigan, the special election in 
th e 5th Congressional D istrict, to fill 
the vacancy in Congress, caused by the 
death of Hon. W . D. Foster, is so close 
that only the official count can decide 
the contest. Mr. Foster was elected 
ju st one year ago before by over 11,000 
m ajority. 
In W isconsin, the Republicans had 
as th eir candidate for Governor one of 
th e m ost popular men in the State, and 
who was not suspected of any fav­ 
or for railroads or monopolies. 
The 
Republican m ajority of 18,000 one year 
ago has been overcome, and Governor 
“ Cad. W ashburn” is defeated, together 
w ith the entire State ticket, and the 
“ Grangers” are trium phant. E ven the 
Legislature lias a m ajority of “Far­ 
m er’s candidates.” 
In a m ajority of 
the counties of Illinois, Iowa and K an­ 
sas, the farmers have been successful 
and elected their candidates. The key 
note which was sounded in California 
in September, and re-echoed in Octo­ 
ber, is 
resounding 
throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. 


Th e Leroy-Duret troupe has broken 
up at Los Augeles. 
From its disrup­ 
tion a second com bination was effect­ 
ed, w ith Mr. Hudson Liston at the 
head. After playing w ith some suc­ 
cess in the country—considering the 
blackberry season has passed—they 
have returned, and intend proceeding 
East, paying their traveling expenses 
by playing en route.—[Chronicle. 
This is true, except in the following 
particulars: The troupe has not broken 
up; a second com bination has not 
been formed; Mr. Liston has nothing 
to do w ith the troupe; the blackberry 
season is not over; the troupe have not 
returned; they do not propose to pro­ 
ceed East, nor do they propose paying 
their traveling expenses by playing en 
route.

DEATH OF GENERAL 
HARDEE. 


Lieutenant-G eneral W illiam J. H ar­ 
dee, one of the best soldiers in the 
arm y of the late Confederate States, 
was buried at Selina, Alabam a, on the 
8th of November, 1873. 
G eneral H ardee was a native of 
Georgia and a distinguished officer in 
the United States A rm y before the 
w ar of secession. 
H e was the author of a work on 
tactics, which up to the breaking out 
of the war, was the m anual of in­ 
struction in th e arm y. 
H e was of 
French descent, and inherited his 
m ilitary talent from a long line of 
distinguished French soldiers. 
In 
soldierly qualities he was inferior to 
no leader of the Southern forces except, 
perhaps, Jackson and Lee. 
H e held 
the sam e relative position to Lee, 
Johnston and Jackson that Thomas, 
in the Federal array, held to Grant, 
Sherm an and Sheridan. 
H e was very 
m uch like Thom as as a soldier, and 
perhaps he and Thom as m ay be truly 
considered the best soldiers in the two 
arm ies. 
Unobtrusive, and w ithout self-asser­ 
tion, they were each always equal, if 
not superior to the requirem ents made 
upon them in any emergency. 
They both enjoyed the sobriquet of 
“ Old R eliable.” 
N either of them 
ever failed successfully to hold the 
field where they fought,' and although 
sometimes 
w ith 
defeated 
armies, 
neither of them , or the forces under 
their im m ediate command, were ever 
whipped. 
In General H ardee’s last -great bat­ 
tle at Averysville, when opposed to 
Sherm an with an overwhelm ing force, 
he retired from the field w ith credit, 
and though overwhelmed, was not 
beaten. 
One of the greatest soldiers 
the world ever saw died when Hardee 
died. 
In the South there arc a thousand 
anecdotes of his genial good-humor 
and kindliness, and no soldier who 
ever lived was more endeared to his 
men th an he.

Some of the attendants on the racing 
horses gathered on the track, in front 
of the grand stand, yesterday morning 
about ll o’clock, and amused them ­ 
selves betting in various forms and a 
small way. When they had exhausted 
apparently all expedients for keeping 
the betting up, they concentrated their 
attention on the track-scraper. 
It was 
bet it would ho taken around the 
track in a specified time, and the dri­ 
ver of the team attached to it went 
leisurely along, all unconscious of the 
attention paid 
to his movements. 
Other amusing bets were also made. 


T H E VISITORS 
Commenced coming in lively about 11 
o’clock, and by halt-past 11 there were 
many vehicles, some containing both 
sexes, oil the ground, and a good rep­ 
resentation of the fair sex on that part 
of the grand stand allotted to their 
use. 
Ju st previous to this, Mr. Rose, 
the owner of Irene Harding, arrived 
in tt carriage, accompanied by a friend, 
and when lie alighted he did it with a 
good sized bag of specie in each hand. 
The parade of stock occurred about 
half-past 11. All of the animals ap­ 
peared in excellent condition, and 
somo of them looketl very beautiful. 
Mr. Rose stated ottieially, from the 
Judges’ stand, the award of premiums 
would be announced to-day. 


CONCLUSION OF T H E 1RE.NE-TA KG FT 
CONTEST. 
Precisely at 12 o’clock the Judges or­ 
dered Irene and Target to be brought 
on the track again for the purpose of 
finishing the contest that had been 
commenced on the previous day and 
th at could not have been conveniently 
concluded then owing to tin* lateness 
of the hour when the third heat was 
finished. Irene had won two straight 
heats ami Target one. Mariposa had 
run with Irene and Target, on Wed­ 
nesday, in this race, and was dis­ 
tanced in the third lieut. 
Previous to the commencement of 
the fourth heat, L. J. Rose sold Irene 
to Charles Thomas, of San Diego, for 
#2,000. 


FO U RTH 
H EA T. 
The scoring for this heat was not 
commenced until about a quarter to 1 
o’clock. 
Botli horses got off—a very 
even start—on the first attem pt. Tar­ 
get led a little at once. 
At the first 
quarter pole Target was 
nearly a 
length ahead of Irene. (Voice on the 
grand stand at this juncture: “ They 
are pulling Target.” 
At the half­ 
mile pole they were nock and neck. 
(Voice in front of the grand stand: 
“ Twenty dollars on Irene!” 
They 
were very well together on the home­ 
stretch, and Target came in first by 
about half a length. Time, 1:50. 


T H E POOLS 
were now re-opened. Target brought 
$05 in a pool of $130. They also sold 
even in other pools. 


F I F T H H E A T . 
The re was no trouble scoring. They 
got off at once, Target leading by 
about a third of a length. He kept 
this distance ahead steadily until the 
half mile pole was passed. Irene now 
gained, but did not get ahead, and 
they came down the homestretch very 
nearly neck and neck. Target won 
the heat by about a length. Time, 
1:49; the fastest tim e ever made on 
this track. This gave Target the race. 
There was intense excitement at this 
time. 
F IV E M ID E RUN NING RACE. 
The first regular race of the day was 
li single dusli of five miles—running, 
fo ra purse of $250; $175 to the first 
horse, $75 to the second. There were 
three entries: 
Lady Nance, bay mare, owned by 
C. Durfee; 
Sultan, owned by Dr. Stanway; and 
Bandera, bay horse, owned lay’Fran­ 
cisco Machado. 
Mr. Slaughter, one of the judges, 
and starter, said: 
“Thejborse Sultan, that was entered 
for the single dash of five miles is 
withdrawn from tlie race on account 
of being lame. He will be galloped 
one ndle with a boy on him to satisfy 
the public that this statem ent is cor­ 
rect. All pools taken on Sultan, will 
be declared off.” 
The rider of 
Lady 
Nance 
was 
Charles Smith, colors, red, white and 
blue. Of Bandera, Vicente Lugo, col­ 
ors, the Mexican; red white and green. 
FIRST MILE. 
Both horses scored at once, and get­ 
ting oil’ Lady Nance slightly led and 
was leading at the first quarter. Both 
were held in. 
A t the half, Lady 
Nance was ahead by about a length. 
Soon afterwards both made a spurt, 
and Lady Nance 
got about 
two 
lengths ahead and, paising the judges 
stand they were in this order. Time: 
1:50J. 
SECOND MILE. 
After passing the judges’ stand Ban­ 
dera gained on Lady Naneo, but Lady 
Nance was still ahead at the quarter. 
A little further on, and thev were 
neck and neck and continued very 
nearly so the half mile. At the half 
mile they were even. 
Lady Nance 
now fell back some, and this was fol­ 
lowed by a spurt in which both came 
out nearly even. 
They were very 
nearly even when the home stretch 
was entered, and in tlds order passing 
the judges stand. Time: 2 minutes. 
THIRD MILE. 
Vandera at first seemed fatigued, 
but soon rallied. 
Lady Nance was 
still first at the quarter. 
Bandera 
gained approaching the half. Passing 
it, Lady Nance was ahead. Bandera 
again rallied, and they rail afterward 
nearly a tie, and then Bandera gained 
the lead ami passed the judge’s stand, 
ubout two lengths ahead of Lady 
Nance. Time—2:07. 
FOURTH MILE. 
Both continued going well—spurting 
some. 
Bandera was about a length 
ahead at the quarter. (Great rejoicing 
among the Mexicans.) Bandera kept 
gaining, and was two lengths ahead at 
the half. 
Lady Nance lagged some 
now. 
(Bets on Bandera were freely 
offered by the Mexicans.) 
Bandera 
still kept the lead, and passed the 
judge’s stand about ten rods ahead of 
Nance. Time—2:00. 
FIFTH AND LAST MILE. 
Bandera, it was thought, was about 
worn out, and Lady Nance guined 
some. But Bandera was ahead at the 
quarter some three or four lengths. 
After passing the quarter, Bandera 
made the gap wider. At the half Ban­ 
dera was from ten to fifteen rods 
ahead, and got in well uheud of his 
competitor. Time—2:17. 
Whole time for the five miles—10:27.

SECOND HEAT. 
Milk Boy got the lead slightly, but 
Gretchen soon overhauled and passed 
him. 
W hile Gretchen was leading 
handsomely, Milk Boy broke. At the 
quarter, Gretchen was 
about six 
lengths ahead. Milk Boy then broke, 
and afterwards trotted for some time 
very unevenly. 
At the half, Milk 
Boy was gaining on Gretchen, but 
broke. 
Gretchen also broke for a few 
seconds. 
But 
Milk 
Boy 
passed 
Gretchen just before the judges’ stand 
was reached, and won the heat in 
3:01}. 
After this heat Gretchen was the 
favorite by about three to one. 
THIRD HEAT. 
Milk Boy got off nearly a length 
ahead of Gretchen. Gretchen closed 
up and passed him before reaching 
the quarter, Milk Boy breaking bad­ 
ly; and lie broke again between the 
quarter and half. Getting down to a 
trot, he gained rapidly and Gretchen 
broke and was passed. 
But Milk Boy 
again broke, and Gretchen shot ahead 
and got in first, by about six lengths. 
Time, 3:00. 
FOURTH HEAT. 
There was some delay about getting 
off, but when this was done, Milk 
Boy had the lead by about half a 
length. He broke, however, before he 
was fully one hundred yards from the 
score. Gretchen kept trotting well, 
and at the quarter pole led by several 
lengths. Milk Boy broke again and 
fell far behind, enough to have been 
distanced, it was said; and broke again 
on the home stretch. The heat was 
won by Gretchen in three minutes, 
who also won the race. 
CLOSING SCENES 
An impromptu running race—mile 
heat—arranged between a sorrel liorss 
owned by G. Anzer, and a gray horse 
owned by Jesus Machado. The latter 
won in 2:41 
There were two short distance scrub 
races after that, and this closed the 
day’s doings on the track.

IMPORTANT TO FARMERS. 


B. 
F. Standi for, of Spadra, Los An­ 
geles county, has brought to the H e r ­ 


a l d office, a sample of wheat to dem­ 
onstrate the truth of the assertion that 
the rich hill-Iands (mustard land), of 
southern 
California, is good wheat 
land, not liable to rust, etc. 
He says: “This wheat was grown 
on the hills west of W. \V. Rubot- 
tom’s, and had no irrigation. It was 
seeded in January, 1873, seven or 
eight days after the first rain in said 
month. 
It was plowed in with one 
span of horses, with the old fashioned 
bull-tongue plow, (used in the south­ 
ern States), plowed 12 to 15 inches 
deep, then a drag was used to level 
and mash the clods. This Is the re­ 
sult—from seven to twelve bushels per 
acre. If it had been sown thick the 
yield would have been much greater. 
It was sown very thin, but should be 
sown thick. 
1 think it best to seed in 
November, and summer-fallow the 
ground. Mowers and headers can do 
good work on the hillsides. In my 
opinion the hills east of Los Angeles 
will produce an excellent wheat crop 
if managed as above stuted. We can 
grow our own bread-stuffs at home; it 
is better than sending to Sail Fran­ 
cisco, mui thus taking about $^000,000 
annually from the counties of los An­ 
geles, San Bernardino and San Diego. 
W heat makes far better hay than 
barley.”

SCHOOL GOVERNMENT. 


As proper dqportnieut is the crown­ 
ing excellence for true scholarship, too 
much attention cannot be paid to it, 
either by parents or teachers; nor is 
the highest form of manhood or wo­ 
manhood attained through mental dis­ 
cipline alone, but through the exer­ 
cise or education of the mental, moral 
and physical 
powers harmoniously 
combined. 
’Tis not enough that a teacher se­ 
cures order merely that her work may 
he performed successfully, but in order 
to develop a symmetrical character, 
the precepts and principles of the 
(tolden llule, “Do unto others as ye 
would that they should do unto you,’’ 
should be the leading rule of action. 
But the high form of government, 
which consists in leading pupils to 
govern themselve, is not an easy task, 
and by reason or the skill required, 
many * resort to the easier and quicker 
means of ruling by fear, w hile others 
govern by love, that is, their pupils 
obey them only because they love 
them, which, by the way, is not the 
best, as it lasts only for the time being. 
The business of the teacher is to train 
human beings for the active duties of 
life, and the measure of success in 
practical life is estimated by strength 
of character, the basis of which is laid 
during the early period of ones life. 
How earnest ana faithful then should 
a teacher be, and how responsable is 
the position! 
Among the natural qualifications 
for government are, ability to discrim­ 
inate character, sympathy for others, 
case in manner, magnetism, etc. The 
source of magnetism may be either a 
faculty of the mind, feeling, will, or 
quality of the mind in conjunction 
with strong animal powers; the exer­ 
cise of which may be spontaneous, or 
subject to the w ill, and varied by dis­ 
tance, time, condition of body and 
miutl, surroundings, weather, ventila­ 
tion, work performed, etc. 
Who is there that cannot recall to 
mind persons who have this peculiar 
power of impressing others, simply by 
being in their presence. 
By a subtle 
influence difficult to discribe, pupils 
under their control may be subdued, 
seemingly without an effort. 
Fortun­ 
ate are those who possess such a power. 
Another leading characteristic of one 
naturally qualified to govern, is ability 
to discriminate character, 
first, by 
noticing general features of the face, 
peculiar attitudes and gestures, the 
character of dress, etc., also by notic­ 
ing acts, as to their origin, or cause 
which gave rise to them, as to their 
direction, or channel in which they 
rtow, and the end or purpose to be 
served bv them. 
By understanding 
the nature of the child, the construc­ 
tion of the mind and its mode of work­ 
ing, how much more can he accom­ 
plish! The teacher should be patient 
and gentle; by sympathy and kind­ 
ness the a flections are gained, the 
passsons subdued and the stubborn 
will conquered. The disposition mani­ 
fested must be decided, yet not harsh, 
austere; pleasant, yet not light, frivo­ 
lous; severe yet not monotonous, act­ 
ive and energetic. 
By much thought 
and careful study the power to com­ 
mand may be acquired. One must 
have a knowledge of the elements 
which enter into good government, 
also a knowledge of the forces at work 
in society in forming character, and 
must cultivate a habit of noticing the 
forces at -work in the pupil, and the 
tendencies to which they lead. 
Keen 
judgment is necessary, in order to 
make discriminations as to 
what 
might be overlooked in the conduct of 
tiie pupil, and in regard to what 
might be censured, and also as to 
when, where, and how censure and 
punishment should be inflieted. 
The 
character of sehool-room movements 
should lie easy, graceful and decided, 
and their law governed by the work 
and condition of the school. Children 
are close observers, if not, should be 
taught to be, and as their teachers are, 
so will they be to a certain extent. 
They are born with an abundance of 
curiosity and a natural desire to know. 
A skilli'ul teacher will cultivate this 
desire by leading them by easy and 
graduafsteps from what they already 
know to something beyond. 
Their 
perceptive faculties are keen and alive 
to every novelty, and will remain so 
unless neglected, checked, and just in 
proportion as right methods are used 
in teaching will the task of govern­ 
ment be made easy. 


Arithmetical E xample.—A pole 
31 feet in height, perpendicular to the 
horizon and standing on the side of a 
hill, was broken, but not completely 
severed, the top resting on the ground 
30 feet down the hill from the foot of 
the pole; the horizontal distance of the 
broken part from the bottom of the 
pole being 10J feet; required the height 
of the stump.
